Heat, which stimulates crops to rapid 
growth when moisture is present, kuls 
them when moisture is absent. It is doubt- 
ful if gardens ever grew faster anywhere 
than they have been growing in Edmon- 
ton during the hot “muggy” days of the 
past week. But the same temperature 
was withering up the crops and the farm- 
ers’ hopes in sections of the west where 
rain had not fallen in generous amount. 

As in so many former years, central 
and northern Alberta comprise the pre- 
ferred part of the west in the matter of 
rainfall and crop conditions. That is a 
cause for thankfulness, But in involves 
also an obligation to give support to mea- 
sures for the assistance of people in parts 
where the heat is killing crops because 
moisture is absent. 


TIME TO SETTL}*? 

The banks, it is said, wil! (emand ths* 
the prairie provinces settle im cash, or in 
negotiable securities, the amount owing 
to them on account of the losses sustained 
by the wheat pool in handling the crop of 
1929. The total liability is placed at $25,- 
000,000 tentatively, of which Alberta’s ob- 
ligation may run to $7,000,000. 

This, if true, will be unwelcome news 
alike to the provincial governments and 
to their taxpayers, but it need not be 
alarming. A day of settlement has to 
come, That was foreseen when the guar- 
antee was given, and the settlement can- 
not be stalled indefinitely. 

It is to be supposed the legislatures 
took ample security for the accommoda- 
tion that was given and the risk that was 
undertaken. That being the case, if the 
provinces have to settle now, instead of 


later, they may be no worse off. The 
transaction will involve borrowing the 


amount of their liability until such time as 
the pool can repay the debt or the pro- 
vinces can liquidate the security, 


LONG DELAY NOT NECESSARY 

If the reasons for postponing the Im- 
perial economic conference have been 
frankly stated, the chief reason is that 
general elections are in prospect in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, Obviously those 
dominions could not be represented while 
election campaigns are in progress, and 
could not be properly represented until 
the results of the elections are known. 

But Canada pulled off a general elec- 
tion last year on the eve of the opening of 
the conference, and so timed matters 
that there was no clash of events and no 
postponement necessary. The Australian 
and New Zealand elections need not de- 
lay matters more than a month or two. If 
there is a desire on the part of their gov- 
ernments-to confer, there is no apparent 
reason why the conference could not re- 
sume in November or December. 

A longer delay than that would sug- 
gest a feeling on the part of some of the 
dominions that the conference is not like- 
ly to accomplish anything and that there 
is no urgency about resuming the abor- 
tive discussions started at London last 
fall 


$8,000,000 STILL AVAILABLE 


Unless the reporters misunderstood 
him, Senator Robertson stated at Victoria 
that $8,000,000 is still unexpended of the 
$20,000,000 voted by parliament last fall 
with which to assist in providing relief 
work for unemployed men. 

If that is the case, the federal assist- 
ance to the municipalities was not cut off 
at the beginning of this month because 
the appropriation ran out. Presumably it 
was stopped in hope that unemployment 
was disappearing and would vanish as the 
summer advanced, 

This money being still available, there 
should be little or no delay necessary in 
renewing this assistance to the munici- 
palities. And it is impossible to suppose 
there will be any delay more than necess- 
ary if the ugly and unwelcome facts are 
put before the Minister of Labor as that 
should be done. 

Unemployment is not disappearing. It 
is showing no signs of disappearing. That 
it will vanish of its own accord during the 
summer may as well be dismissed as a 
faded hope. The spending of that $8,000,- 
000 should be resumed forthwith, for the 
situation is altogether beyond the re- 
sources of the municipalities, and also be- 
yond what may be fairly held to be the 
measure of the provinces’ responsibilities,

“THE DRIFTER” 


The nearest approach that seems to 


have been made to the crux of the unem 
ployment situation in the conference at 
Victoria was marked by a suggestion of 
the Minister of Labor; that if transients 


were removed from the category of those 
seeking relief from the municipalities, the 
latter might be able to take care of their 
own residents who are in want ; 

That undoubtedly would simplify mat- 
ters, to the point of making it possible to 
measure the “problem” that confronts a 
city or town and to devise measures to 
meet the local needs. The “drifters,” by 
their numbers, are making it impossible 
for municipal councils to deal adequately 
with the local situations for which they 
are primarily responsible 

Several hundred men rode the bumpers 
into Edmonton last week because a false 
report was circulated in other centres that 
idle men here were being given three meals 
per day and a bed. Had the report been 
true, ensuing weeks would have brought 
thousands for whom this city is not re- 
sponsible and who could not have been 
provided for. 

If the Dominion and the provinces 
would arrange to take care of the tran- 
sients, that would make it safe for muni- 
cipalities to deal as generously with their 
own unemployed as their finances will 
permit. At present they dare not do that, 
for fear of being swamped by an inrush 
from other points.

THE THERAPEUTIC SITZ BATH 


There are few people nowadays who 
are not aware of the importance of 
water for external cleanliness. The 
average person takes at least one or! 
two baths a week, mostly with the idea 
of washing off accumulated’ dirt and 
perspiration rather than ss a health 
measure. Yet, we have in the use of 
water one of the most powerful thera- 
peutic agencies at the command of 
anyone, 

One of the most effective water 
treatments is the site bath, The hot 
Sitz bath is especially helpful in reliev- 
ing the pain or acute indigestion or 
edbdominal cramps and many other 
disorders of the pelvic region Only the} 
hips, lower back and abdomen are im- 
mersed in the water for this treat- 
ment. ‘To secure the best local effect | 
in the pelvic region, other parts of 
the body should not be wet. | 

In taking a hot sitz bath the 
water should be as warm ag it. is pos- 
ible to endure without burning, while 
the bath lasts from ten to fifteen 
minutes; the skin should become quite 
pink, The feet may be left in the 
hot water at the same time as the 
hips if desired, This bath may be 
taken In an ordinary tub with some 
ort of comfortable support for the! 
back. If the pain is very severe, the| 
bath may be repeated every hour, but 
in this case it is usually advisable to 
follow each hot immersion with a} 
quick cold shower for a short time in 
order to readjust the circulation 

When it is desirable to improve the} 
circulation through the pelvic region | 
in cases of chronic congestion or} 
weakness it is advisable to follow the 
hot sitz bath with the cold sitz bath, 
using the hot for ten or fifteen min- 
utes and using the cold for from one 
to five minutes. Where there ts an 
acute inflammation but a lack of tone, 
or prolapsed condition, or hemor-| 


the cold sitz bath alone without the 
In this case special care should 
be used to prevent a general chill, 
The cold sitz bath is most effective 
efter exercising. The bathroom should} 
be warm and the portions of the pa- 
tlent’s body not under water should! 
be covered with blankets or clothing 


feels chilly the patient's feet may be| 
placed in a basin of hot water, When | 
taking the hot sitz bath the water! 
should be as hot ag possible, and in the | 
cold sitz bath the water should be as 
cold as the patient can stand. It is 
often advisable to put some ice in 
the water to get it cold enough to 
bring about the proper reaction. 

Less time is required with the ex- 
tremes of temperature than if moder- 
ate temperatures are used. The cold 
sitz baths should be only for a few 
minutes at first and if they are re- 
peated for several days the time may 
be gradually increased as the patient's 
strength permits,
